The Need For $100,000,000 


rT1HE RED CROSS must look after American troops at 
home and abroad. Our men will soon be on the firing 
line in France. America’s plain duty is to see that nothing 
is lacking to keep them healthy, happy, efficient soldiers 
and provide the best attention when they are wounded or 
sick. For these purposes the Red Cross must have hospital 
and medical equipment to care for 1,000,000 men. 


There must be recreation and rest facilities behind the 
living line. British and French soldiers, on leave, can re­ 
turn to their homes, Americans cannot. Club rooms, sports, 
supplies, books and other means of recreation must be fur­ 
nished by the Red Cross which in this work will co-operate 
with the Young Men’s Christian Association. 


To safeguard the health, comfort and happiness of 
American troops abroad $100,000,000 is little enough. • But 
this is not the only duty of the American Red Cross, which 
has already sent to France a Commission to study ways in 
which the Red Cross can best aid France and Belgium. 
Thousands of refugees in Northern France are dependent 
on outside aid for food and clothes. America must supply 
these. More than 500,000 French soldiers are suffering with 
tuberculosis. The scourge must be stamped out, not only 
for the sake of France but for the safety of our own troops 
when they arrive. France is sorely lacking in hospital and 
other equipment, which America, through the Red Cross, 
must supply. 


Is Needed! 
Red Cross Work at Home 


TA7HILE the government grants allowances for families 
and dependents of soldiers and sailors, there will arise 
thousands of cases where additional or special aid must be 
given. To all these the Red Cross must extend a helping 
hand. Women and children left at home feel even more 
keenly the privations of war than the men in the trenches. 
There will be sickness to combat at home, hunger to be ap­ 
peased, special nursing cases to look after and the supply­ 
ing of thousands of necessities that, in war time, become 
luxuries. 


In appealing for support of the Red Cross, Colonel 
Roosevelt says: “The most important thing is to send 
abroad at the earliest possible moment a great fighting 
army. Second only to the army in the work of winning 
this war comes the Red Cross.” 


Every dollar contributed to the Red Cross will be a 
blow at Germany and a help to our allies. This Red Cross 
campaign gives to the people of America a great oppor­ 
tunity to strike a blow for liberty. Make our Red Cross 
felt on every battle front. It will help shorten the war.
